To ihb Editob of The Citizen: 

Bib— It ls an old adage, “There Is 
many a true word said In jest.” The 
many people wbo atteuded the minstrel 
entertainment under the auspices of the 
Young Men’s Bapubllean Club several 
months ago, and laughed heartily at the 
jokes and skits oarloatuiing looal poli¬ 
ticians and some town officers, cun, as 
they survey the present polltloal situa¬ 
tion, realize that beneath the mlrtb-pro- 
voklng exterior of the portrayal of town 
officials by the minstrel boys there was 
* seriousness that made a deep Impres¬ 
sion on the voting public. How well (he

Inspection of all the county parka 
parkways and mountain reservations 
under the ooutrol of the Essex County 
Park Oommission was completed about 
5 o’clock Saturday afternoon, sod every¬ 
thing was found to be In excellent order. 
It was the first time that all of the terrl*, 
tory under the supervision of the Park 
Commissioners was Inspected in one day. 
This was made possible by uelng auto¬ 
mobiles instead of horses and carriages. 
Ail those Is the party were exceedingly 
well pleased with the big Improvements 
which have been made in tke park sys¬ 
tem. 

At WaUeeelng Park the new territory 
whleb has beeu added la being graded, 
and tbe work ta expected to be fiolehed 
In a abort time. There were three times 
as many visitors to this park tnls year 
as there were last year.
